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HISTORY OF CROSSETT SCHOOL 


Crossett High Sohool really had its beginning in Sept. 1906 
when fow’ ninth grade ctudonts presentcd thomselvos for high 
school work. Residences 508 and 310 were uscd for school that 
year as the present site was thick virgin forest. After tho 
humble beginnin; the present site of the high school was ace 
quired from tho Federal Government end in 1907 the Senior High 
School building was conttructcd. 


By 1908 there were sbout 25 students in the high school. 
This stoady growth has oontinucd to tho 193 onrollec in the 
last four gradce this yeer. In 1909-10 there were students in 
all high school grades, Miss Agnes Erwin being tho enly sonior. 
A four year courso of study submitted to colloges of tho stato 
for approval wes promptly wecrecited end CHS has maintainod 
this aceredited roletion es a Class A high school, and since 
1924 hos been on tho ccoreditecd list of the North Contral 
Associntion. CHS has graduated 518 students. With the addi-~- 
tion of tho 39 this yosr the total will be 557. 


The present Junior High School building wes constructed 
in 1911. Athictic interest was so grest thet the gym was 
built in 1913~- Inthe emo yonr Momo Economics end . Trades 
and Industrios wore ckled to the roguler course end tho shop 
building was constructed. By 1931 tho onrollment was too 
groat for the clrss room puildings and the present cuditorium 
wes crectcd. In 1932-03 the Home Economics Cottago wes built 


‘by the Tredes and Industrics department. In 1958 the new 


Elomontary School wee built. The last addition ta the cempus 
is the Band Hell now urdcr construction by the Tredcs and 
Industries doprrtment. 


No history of CHS would be complete without montionin; the 
fact thet Superintendent D.C. Hrstings hes guided the desti- 
nics of the schoel alwost from the beginning end has been 
lnrgoly rosponsiblo for its phencmonel growth.

HISTORY OF WHITE DISTRICT SCHOOL 


Spencer Freeland 


The location of White school is about ten miles south of 
Crossett. It is located on high ground and in the center of 
the commnitye 


In the year 1905 Gullage Brothers built a saw mill at 
White, and the lumber business was prosperous until 1917, 
when the mill burned down. 


The school had an enrollment of about a hundred, and G. 
D. Moore taught the first school to be taught in that small 
village. : 


The pupils increased so that it became necessary to have 
three or four teachers later on. 


But, the first year that G. D. Moore taught there he was 
very strict on the children. ~* Soon the boys and girls got ac- 
quainted with hir, Moore and things went on well. 


The school was a very good small school until the saw mill 
burned in 1917, when most of the people in White moved away. 


The school kept running until 1925 in White and then the 
community decided to move it to more nearly the center of the 
commnity since there were only a few families in White. 


The school was moved to Lick Prairie in 1925, about three 
miles north of White. ' 


The prairie gets its name because animals lick the ground 
there to get the salt out of it. ’ 


The place is not very well suited for a school on account 
of no shade trees. 


The school ground is salty and will only grow small shrubs. 


The school is now running and has two teachers and about 
forty pupils. 


The pupils from the seventh grade up are going to Crossett 
High school which is one of the best in Arkansas. 
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TANNER SCHOOL

Tanner school was first located about four miles north= 
east of Crossett because it was just about the center of the 
district and most of the people agreed for it to be there a- 
bout the year 1880. 


* During that time most of the peovle were farmers and Mr. 
Tonsley Tanner said that he would give this lot for the benefit 
of the children. The people of that community built a one 
room building and employed one teacher until. about the year 
1911, then a new building was built about one-half mile south- 
west of the old one. In 1918 another room was added to the 
building and they employed two teachers.

E. G. Jordan and Mrs. Kittie Carter 
In 1932 the district began paying the tuition for students 
who finished the eighth grade and wished to go to higher school. 
The district also buys books, tablets and pencils for the childrer

In 1928 the pupils from the higher grades gave a box supper 
for the purpose of buying a basket ball for the school. The 
highest bidder won the box. The boxes were auctioned off by 
Mr. E. Ae Burnett. The prices paid for the boxes ‘ranged from 
one dollar to two dollars and fifty cents. The total amount 
received for the boxes was about fifteen dollars. After buying 
the basket ball the children made a court and have played many

for buying supplies for the beginners class.

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Semi-Annual Report of Superintendent of School to Board of Education, 


Crossett,Arkansas January 28,1921 
Report of the Department of Science by R.E. Vinson 


Agriculture-- This has been the most delightful work of the year 
to me. We have a lively bunch of seventh graders, all full of 
life and willing workers. This is the first year in the history 
of the Crossett schools that such an extensive work has been done 
in Agriculture. Previously the work has been confined to the 
text book and to simple laboratory exercises. 

At the beginning of the year we procured a garden spot from 
Mr. Trieschmann and Dr. Spivey, which garden spot is located back 
of the hospital. We did not wait until spring to start our garden 
work. In December we began work on a hotbed. The first problem 
for us to solve was that of finances. We had no money. The 
schoolboard had none to give us. So we hit upon the following 
plan. 

We consulted Mr. Norman and found that he would lend us 
enough money to carry on our work. I went down to the bank and 
had a note for $25.9@ filled out. I took it to the class and 
allowed them to sign it, making it voluntary. All but two of the 
class signed it immediately. These signed it the next day. The 
problem before the class then was to work to pay our debt. Every 
pupil was liable for the debt and they realized it.« 

We went to work to build our hotbed. It cost us about twelve 
dollars in all. The rest of this twenty-five dollars has now 
about exhausted, having spent some for work in our garden and for 
seeds. 

Last week we realized that the plants of our hotbed, which 
consist of cabbages, tomatoes, lettuce, and flowers, would soon be 
large enough to transplant. So we went to work and built a 16 x 6 
coldframe. This week we will transplant some of them. 

In our garden we have 36 plots 20 x 7 ft. Two or three of 
the class are not physically able to do the garden work. We 
already have planted on each plot two rows of cabbages, two of 
Onions, two of radishes and two of English peas. The night after 
we set out our cabbage plants a cow got in and ruined our stand. 
We will now have to do some replanting. 

Those few people who are not able to do the garden work are 
going to do some flower box work, and also raise some plants in 
boxes indoors. 

Mr. Ritch, the company's farm demonstrator, has several dif- 
ferent kinds of seeds left over from last year and he did not know 
whether or not they were good, so he gave them to us to test. 

This test is under process now. 

We wish to extend thanks to Mr. Ritch for the invaluable 

assistance he has given us. We would not have made near the 


progress we have had we not had the assistance of this agricul- 
tural expert.
